, In 1870 3J£ percent of all marriages in 
the United States ended in tbe divorce 
courts. . '.in.1881 .the percentage had • risen 
to 4.8:. In 1E90 it" was fl.2 and in 1000 it 
was 8 percent; . In other words the percent- 
age of divorces to murriges in this "country 
has more than .'doubled since 1870. The 
total number, of divorces -in -the. United 
States in a given year was 28,427. During 
the same year in all the world outside the 
.United States there were granted only 20,-

There wns itn ugly wound on 
tlic aknll, uud some people believe that 
Ivcy wns murdered and robbed find that 
bis store was set ou fire. 

Iii H.hcnd-on collision between freight 
trains nenr Youngstown, Ohio, on the 
IMttsbiirg, Youngstown aud Ashtabula 
division of the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne 
and Chicago rond, four men were killed 
and tbroe injured. The trains crashed 
together In a heavy fog, wrecking both 
engines and piling the cars up. 

Mayor. Parker of Topekn, Knn., wns 
horsewhipped in his office at the city hnll 
by Miss Blanche Boise, n protege of Mrs.

Further than that, Gen, Miles silt- 
ed that he "could name the moii ^fho 
would tin selected to fill the ucw, ploctfs" 
should tho bill become a law. 

Tho tlocln rations of Gen. Miles nre ex- 
pected to widen the breach between Ii'-rii 
nnd the Wnr Department, and fi'leirtl* 
of the President declare be will reorut 
the stntement Hint certain persons In the 
army are already nssured of high posi- 
tions Bhould the hill become n law, The 
testimony of Gen. Miles was giveii pri- 
vately before tho committee, and lie sub- 
mitted a typewritten outline of his at- 
titude toward the bill. The testimony 
created n sensaltoa In the capital. 

Secretary, of War Hoot, when shown 
Gen. Miles* testimony, declined to say 
whether any action would ho taken by 
tho Tresideut or by the department. Sec- 
retary Itoot exhibited little feeling. He 
remarked quietly that he was Bony'

Lieut. Gen. Miles opposed this bill. He 
pointed out thnt, under the section of 
which Gen, Miles complained, the lieu- 
tenant general would have greatly en- 
larged powers in army management, in- 
stead of being restricted in his func- 
tions, aa he supposed. 

Gen. Mllea' testimony created a good 
impression on the commit tee and his 
earnestness had evidently considerable 
influence. It Is possible the statement 
made by Gen, Miles that he could name 
the ofliccra who arc likely to be select- 
ed for tba new places under the bill will 
arouse the Ire of Mr, Roosevelt. The 
Btatement was made without the knowl- 
edge' that It would be repented, hut It be- 
came known to Secretary Root and the 
President and led to a good deal of com- 
ment In the War Department. 

Gen, Miles, in opposing the idea of a 
general statr, controlled, by civilians, 
claimed part of the credit for the victory 
of the American army at Santiago, de- 
claring he ordered Shatter to* move from 
Tampa to Santiago, and it was because 
of his orders that Shatter's army arrived 
no Boon, He told the lacldent to show 
that, had he been compelled to wait for 
a staff meeting, Shatter would have been 
delayed in leaving Tampa. 

Lieut, Gen. Miles had been summoned 
expressly to give his opinion upon the 
Root bill, which provides for the consol- 
idation of the quartermaster general's 
and commissary general's departmciita 
Into one supply bureau, and which also 
creates n general' staff. Gon. Miles sub- 
mitted to the committee a typewritten 
statement hi which he declared that the 
Root bill was subversive of the military 
establishment, and he had no hesitation 
in declaring that tho measure would 
render It impossible for him to continue 
to hold the office of lieutenant general In 
command with due respect to the dignity 
of his 1 position. Gen,. Mites read his typ°" 
written statement to the committee, 
which accepted it ata an ofliohl criticism. 
The stenographer present was directed 
by Senator Quartos to omit a good deal 
of the testimony which followed the 
reading of tlio statement. This was be- 
cause Gen. Mites wished to bare tho 
statements he niode regarded as confi- 
dential. He did not hesitate to describe 
tho bill ns one calculated to Increase the 
confusion of the military administration, 
and at one time ho stated that the ef- 
fect of tlio bill would he to enable the 
authorities to reward their favorites.

This means 
employment for a goodly lot of workmen 
and the distribution of a largo ainount of 
money, and later a much larger population, 
Visions of numerous factories and toilers, 
ships and sailors, cargoes loading and un- 
loading begin to assume a real shape in the 
mind's eye of the Waukeganite. . The ; ad- 
vantages and possibilities- of Waukegan 
are begining to be known and utilized, A 
milinery factory employing several hun 
dred hands is depending on the sale of 200 
lots at f ZOO, each with more than half al- 
ready taken, and only for a misunderstand- 
ing of terms, would long-ago have com- 
pleted the sale and assured the factory. It 
was no wild idea when a belt line of rail 
road, track was suggested to accomodate 
factories at or about the city limits to the 
west,' With a larger population the city 
will require about all the surplus farm pro- 
duce of the county thus saving freight and 
commisious. The Fox Lake trolley line 
will also afford cheap and reliable, trans- 
portation at all seasons of the year and 
should meet with hearty encouragement. 
It is an enterprise worthy of attention and 
careful thought on the part of inhabitants 
along its line or right of way, as to the 
cost of same: that is owners should con- 
sider tbe advantages of such a line in tbe 
matter of transportation and market. 

Waukegan purchases ngrcat deal of farm 
products in Chicago. Potatoes urc shipped 
in by many car lots tbe same ■ with bailed 
hay, feed and other bulky products from 
first hands. The future looks bright for 
both city nnd country. 

•In the political field more interest is man- 
ifest, the people are taking 'sides, but, as 
yet the principals arc keeping in the shade. 
Some criticism cropped out over the man- 
ner and time of holding the town caucus, 
but it is nearly passed oyer. 

The old way of nominating condidntes

The suit recently determined in Justice 
Botsford's court in favor of defenJent, and 
which grew out of some labor trouble at 
the bra>8 works, discovered that the Unions 
arc quite, in earnest in defending their mem- 
bers. It was the first suit of the kind oc- 
curing in this city, and also something of 
a surprise to many members that there was 
a statute law regu latin st or defining "In- 
timidation" in such cases. Many members 
think tbut if they were properly represent- 
ed in the State legislature that their rights 
might he better cared for. With the ease 
that corporations secure favorable, legisla- 
tion itcertainly is tip to labor unions lo de- 
termine for themselves whether they "will 
not be present to aid their cause, 
or to prevent unfavorable acts from becom- 
ing laws.

wind's breath. 
And stara to set, but all', .- 
Thou haBt all BeasonB for thine own, 

O Death!** 
Has been used exactly 431 times, and 
seems to be the greatest favorite, It 
has done duty for nearly every con- 
gressman' whose .praises: have been 
sung after bis death. Another popu- 
lar quotations is the following: 
"A flash of the lightning, a break ot 

the wave, 
Man passca from lire to his rest In the 
grave," 
The beauty of these quotations is 
that they can be dragged in anywhere 
for anybody. The same may he said 
of these lines from Shakespeare: 
"Hts life was gentle, and the elements 
So mixed In him that nature might 

stand up 
And say to all the world: 'Here was a 
rami/ " 
In Tact, it lias very frequently hap- 
pened that this tribute to the gentle- 
ness of the deceased has been used 
twice and even three or four times for 
the same man. A dozen other quota- 
tions conld.be given which appeer reg- 
ularly In nil of the eulogies upon, dead 
congressmen.

CUBA'S FIRST PRESIDENT. 

Tonil Cat r»i t« l'nlnin u rut riot TVtio 

11a* gufTernd Modi for Ills Country. 
' Thomas Estrada Pal ma la 66 years ol 
age. His father was n wealthy planter 
In the easternmost province of Cuba, 
and' the son was well educated in Cuba 
and in. Spain, and became a lawyer, 
with a view riot so much to the prac- 
tice of his. profession «b to the.bettei 
^management of the aflat ra. of a large 
{estate. 

His patriotic sympathies led him to 
active service in the -ten years' strug- 
gle for Independence which began in 
1868 and ended In the Insurgent army. 
Toward the end of the war, he became 
the president of the provisional govern- 
ment, a position which at least indi- 
cated the confidence In which he was 
held by the Cuban people. 

He was made a prisoner, taken to 
Spain, nt the risk of bis life refused 
to swear allegiance, witnessed, in con- 
sequence, the confiscation of -hla es- 
tates, and some time Hfter the .final 
termination of the struggle - regained 
his personal liberty, at the loss, how- 
ever, of his Cuban- property and home. 
When he goes to Cuba, two. or three 
months hence, to assume' the duties and 
high "honors or the presidency. It will 
be after an absence of twenty-four 
years, 

After his release, at the end of -the 
Ten Years' war, Palma traveled 'In 
Spanish -American countries, and set- 
tled in Honduras, where he marrlrd the 
daughter of the president of that re- 
public and became post- master- gen era I. 
Subsequently he came with his. wife 
and one little child to New .York, and

An ancient custom still observed by 
tho boys of Christ hospital, London, on 
Easter Tuesday, Is that of paying a visit 
to the Mansion House to receive from 
the lord mayor what are known as tha 
Easter Bobs, Tbo ceremony annually at- 
tracts a good deal of public attention, as 
the boys march "In fours" through the 
Btrccta of tho city to the Mansion House, 
where they are forthwith regaled with 
two buns apiece. Thus fortified, tbey 
filo before tho lord mayor, who, from 
sundry piles of new money on tbo table 
before bim, presents each Grecian with 
a sovereign, and all tbo other boys,. ac- 
cording to' their standing, with coins of 
lesser value. . Before thoj roll re, the 
boys have a glass of lemonade, At on* 
time the alternative of sherry was per- 
mitted. This form of "local option," 
however, lias been abolished,

Fhoeulx' Company's Great Dock Swept 
Away — Stcntner British Queen He* 
■troyedt -rrit!> a Vast Quantity of 

, F relish t— Lighters a lid FlciVDa matted 

Bearing flumes, licked up $1,000,000 
worth of steamship propertyJn Hobokch, 
N. J., Tuesday night within' three hours. 
Tlioy destroyed, the 300-foot pier of tho 
Phoenix Steamship Company, pnrts of- 
two other piers, the steamer British 
Queen of the 'Phoenix company,' seven 
lighters and a vast amount of freight, 
naif a dozen .men jumped Into the sea 
from the" deck of the British Queen. They 
are believed .to be 'safe, however. Chief 
Engl ne'er Scott of the steamer and a 
in I lor of the. name of Jan sen arc believed 
to have been burned to death.. Eight or 
more persons were badly burned and are 
In hospitals. 

While tbo fiamca swept through great 
piles of. cotton and bay in bales, tlic red 
glare lighting up n vast region upon and 
about the .Hudson river, a band of twen- 
ty-five Cliluamcn tied from the peril of 
Sre only to encounter the muzzles of a 
icore of revolvers. /.Officers of the fed- 
eral government, fearing that the China- 
men, who composed part of the crow of 
one of the menaced vessels, might. take 
advantage of the opportunity to cntbr 
the United States In violation of tho ex- 
clusion act, bended off the fleeing men 
and, after scaring' them. nearly to death, 
drnggod'theni to jail until they cau bo re- 
turned to tbelr ship. 

The estimated losses In detail are: 
Piers,. $300,000; British Queen, $400,000; 
cotton and lighters, $250,000; Beven light- 
ers, damaged to extent of $50,000, 
VI ro D wee pa Several Docks. 

The scene of the fire was Seventh and 
River streets. Together there are tbe 
docks and basins of the Phoenix lino, the 
Holland -America line and the Barber 
line. The Phoenix line pier was; a 
wooden structure, covered with a frame 
ibed.' On this were runny bales of hay 
Rnd cotton. How, tbe fire started Is not 
known. Some declare that it started In 
tbe British Queen, which lay In tbe basin 
between tbe Phoenix line dock and the 
Holland-America dock; others that It had 
Its origin at tlic end of the pier. 

Tbe flames burst out quickly, driving 
the stevedores and sailors from the Brit- 
ish Queen to the street, for the vessel 
was being unloaded. Tbe vessel bad been 
made fast to the pier and could not be 
backed out and soon lighters and other 
.water craft which lay alongside of her, 
some of them holding such Inflammable 
■tuff as oil cake* quickly caught lire.'.' 

Tbe captain of tho lighter Tonawnnda 
«aved himself, his wife and ills child by 
[iiishing a cotton bale Into the water, 
placing his family and himself upon It 
nnd. paddling bis strange life raft Into 
the river. 

Steamer from China on Fire. 

From the Phoenix line pier the flames 
spread to tbe pier of the Barber line and 
then to the steamer Henthburn of this 
company, newly arrived from Hongkong, 
with a cargo of tea, Among the crew of 
the steamer Henthburn' were the thirty- 
two Chinamen, who scampered to the 
pier for safety and were later locked up. 
. Tho captain of the Henthburn was not 
aboard. His wife and children were, but 
were rescued by tbo mate. 

The Holland-America line docks are 
below those of tbe Barber line. Tbey 
caught fire, but were only slightly dam- 
aged.' 'Tbe company's big steamer Mans- 
(lam was towed out Into tbe river as soon 
aa the danger became apparent. 

Fought by Mauy Flrehoata, 

Tbe flro was fought by- Hoboken" and 
Jersey City. fire engines nnd from the 
water side by tugs nnd New York fire 
department boats. Employes of tho Hot- 
land-America nnd Bremen steamship 
lines assisted these forces, as did the 
crew of the United States ship .Ports- 
mouth, lying at the pier next above tba 
Phoenix line. This vessel Is in usq by 
tbe Jersey naval reserve as a training 
ship and Is In command. of Lieut. Daven- 
port, It was through their efforts that 
the Tonawanda's captain and his family 
wero saved. 

The fire started about 8:35 o'clock and 
by 11:30 It was well under control. 
Bet Flro to Army- Quarters. 

The British Queen, still ablaze, waa 
towed out Into the river. Three lighters, 
all afire, were directed down tho river by 
tugs, but owing to tbe wind and current 
they once or twice came near setting firt 
to property on the New York side. Two 
of them finally drifted to the east short 
of Governor's Island, setting Arc to the 
new landing pier there. The army offi* 
cere* , quarters were. greatly endungcred 
and the soldiers stationed on tbe Island 
were employed in fighting the flames.

The hew locomotive headlight, which 
has' Just undergone successful tests o» 
the St. -Paul road, is -shown I ti. action Mri 
the accompany 1 tig. picture; The new de- 
vice," which Is known ns the Edwards lo- 
comotive headlight, Is expected by tho 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Pn tit officials 
to' prove nh Important factor In prevent- 
ing head-on collisions. The light was 
seen for: eight miles, and Is said- to have 
a range. of from five to len miles, accord- 
ing to' atmospheric conditions. 

On a straight stretch of trackthc head- 
light proper .serves to Illuminate the 




track for a great' distance. Kea llzlng, 
however, that all track Is not straight, 
the inventor lias taken advantage of the 
sky ns?a means of carrying bis- signals. 
An opening nt the top of the bend Halt l 
sends a penetrating ray upwnnl, and 
even when Ihe locomotive, miles away, is 
hidden behind. bills nnd curves, a bright 
pillar of light enn he seen In tlic heav- 
ens, nnd tlic train loenletl. 
- The new headlight Is opernted by sior- 
ngc batteries, and screens nrc provided 
in the cabs of the locomotives so that 
engineers need not be blinded . by the 
lights of passing locomotives.

MELTING OLD PLATES. 



Tana ot Tboi« Used for I'rlntlne Monaj 
lo.Sarr* m SUlp '.Ttkllftat. 

This was "melting day" at the Bu- 
reau of Engraving arid printing. Alt 
the plates, rolls aud dies used in print- 
ing gold and silver certificates,' postage 
and revenue stumps, bonds and postal 
cards during 1901 were' loaded early 
this morning on two big trucks. Al- 
though the precaution had .been taken 
to spoil the face of each plate! with a 
file, fouv strapping employes of the 
Treasury Department rode on .each 
truck. A Treasury committee' rode in 
a carriage. 

The procession went to the- Navy- 
yard foundry, where the plates . were 
unceremoniously dumped Into one of 
the furnaces, to come out as pig steel 
and to be used for ballast for war- 
ships. There were twenty tons of 
plates, rolls and dies, from . which 
were printed last year $2,200,000,000 in 
gold and sliver certificates of various 
denomi nations, and $889,000,000 . In 
postage stamps, besides hundreds of 
millions of bonds, revenue stamps and 
postal cards. 

The cngraverB are now at work on 
the plates, rolls and dies for 1903. 
Those In use now will bo destroyed 
next February,— New York World. -
